AT WORK IN EARNEST.

. WhreDRAWAL OF THE VICBROY’s AID. 

Saddenly, in the early part of 1864. the Viceroy 
notified the Company that he should find it 
necessary to withhold the supply of native labor, 
which had gradually grown to great extent and 
importance. The alleged cause was a divided 
one, First, the disorder created in the ordinary 
industry of the country by the diversion of 60,000 
fellahs ; and secendly, the governmental inten- 
tion of abolishing the system by which laborers 
were drafted from their homes to carry on the 
publie-works. Neither of these points was well 


‘taken. The aggregate number of thé men drafted 


Was exaggerated, and no account was made of 
the fact that out of each man’s month of service 
‘was to be deducted the time oceupied in coming 
to the canal and returning frem it, as &@ conse- 
quence of which the Company would have the 
assistance of probably not more than 25,000 out 
of the 50,000 nominally absent from their homes; 
and, on the other hand, no apparent allowance 
‘was made for the fact that the Company’s em- 
ployment differed from that of the Government, 
inasmuch as it was remunerated at a fair price, 
paid partly in subsistence and partly in cash, 
whilefurther, the continued application of the 
corvée system to the vice-regal cotton fields was 
quite ignored. The Company were compelled to 
seek other means of carrying on their enterprise, 
and their importations of men and machinery 
soon reached the highest available point, with 
an.unavoidable increase of expense in the prose- 
cution of the works, since the lowest sum which 
European Jabor could be bought for was, per- 
haps, thrice the value allowed for the native 
labor. 


It was not until July, 1964, that this difficulty 
was finally adjusted,, when the Viceroy’ re- 
ferred the question for an arbitration on its 
merits to the Emperor Naporron. The award 
made in favor of the Company and the 
amount allowed for delays and damages was 30,- 
000,000 of francs. Under the same arbitration two 
other points came up for decision. The Viceroy, 
having perceived the value of the fresh-water 
canal which the Company had constructed, of 
sufficient. size for the passage of quite large 
craft, and having also recognized the probability 
that, with thé advantages supplied by it for irri- 
yes sacar da adjacent lands, towns 

and settlements of consequence would spring up 
along the entire route, desired to repossess bim- 
self of the privileges therein enjoyed by the 
Company in virtue of his granta. The fresh-wa- 
ter canal was valued at 10,000,000 of francs. Such 
lands given along the route as the Company, 
according to the Emperor’s judgment, would not 
need for its own purposes, were estimated at 
38,000,000, and sundry other items brought up the 
total to the handsome figure of 84,000,000, at 
which sum the Viceroy consented to buy back 
his gifts.

The Companysubsequently, on Aug. 23, 1969,

upon a month or so later, so that on the question 
of the canal, at least, Tarkey, Exypt and France 
‘were all in harmony.

De publicly and positively an- 
nounced that the canal would be ready, with a 
full depth of water, for the passage of vessels 
from sea to sea in October, 1869—a bold predic- 
tion, when it is considered that at the time it was 
made there yet remained to excavate more than 
50,000,000 cubic yards, with harbors to complete, 
basins to fill, and countless details to provide for. 
THE UNION OF THE TWO SBAS, 

The Spring of 1969 arrived, and only one great 
step remained untaken—the actual union of the 
two seas, by.the removal of the barriera at the 
head of the Bitter Lakes and the admission of 
the waters of the Mediterranean to go on their 
‘Way across that great basin to the southward. 
On the 14th of March the Viceroy arrived at 
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Ismailia, making his first visit as a Sovereign to | 


the Isthmus. Three days'were devoted by hin 
to an examination of the canal and ite appen- 
dages, and then, on the 18th, at his signal, the 
beams of the central dyke were loosened from 
their places, and the water rushed on to find its 
level in the basine that for so many centuries 
had been drained and dry. Before night the tel- 
graph had borne the fact. of this completion of 
the bed of thecanal to every part of the world, 
and the Emperor of the French had sent back to 
M. pe Lessers his own and the Empress’ con- 
rx. 

Without entering at length upon a detailed 
topography of the canal, a brief itinerary, noting 
the principal pointe at which habitafion and 
civilization have sprung upin the barren land, 
may not be out of place. 

POINTS ALONG THE CANAL.

LIGHTING OF THE COAST." 

The Egyptian Government assumes the proper 
lighting of the coast from Alexandria to Port 
Said, and the latter harbor will have three lights 
of its owp—one a first-class shore light, visible 
for twenty miles, and the others colored harbor 
lights at the heads of the moles, A lighthouse 
is established for Ismailia, and two minor lights 
will indicate the true course across the ereat 
basin of the Bitter Lakes, two others of sufficient 
power being se} to mark the- pier heads at the 
Suez entrance to the canal. 

Se much for the work as it is. Its shortcom- 
ings, such as they may appear to be, will proper- 
ly come up for mention as affecting the value 
and prospects of the canal in due season.

Pablic Debt—Further Reduction. 

The Administration make another favora- 
ble showing on the public debt. The 1st of 
December schedule, which we print on 
another page, shows, in the aggregate, 
a net decrease of the whole debt, funded and 
unfunded, of seven and a half millions and 
upward since Noy. 1. 

‘The funded gold-bearing stocks of the 
United States show even a mere important 
reduction during the month, say $12,482,000 
in United States 5-20 bonds purchased by the 
Treasury in November and withdrawn from 
circulation; making the whole of these pur- 
chases since the 4th of March last, when the 


‘present Administration took charge of the 


public debt and Government finances, the 
grand sum of seventy-siz million six hundred 
and two thousand dollars. The other items of 
the schedule show a difference in the same 
eight months of $4,000,000; leaving the net 
reduction of debt since March 4, as now olfi- 
cially stated, $71,903,524. 

It is also to be remarked of the present 
schedule that it- exhibite a continued heavy 
gold balance in the ownership of the Gov- 
ernment, notwithstanding the sales in No- 
vember for Treasury account of $11,000,000, 
and over $21,000,000 paid out on gold mnterest 
actually demanded during the month. The 
whole amount of gold in the Treasury 
% now stated at $105,000,900, of which 
$36,962,940 is held, against gold notes out- 
standing, and chiefly held by the New-York 
and other banks, leaving over sixty-nine 
millions in the ownership of the Govern- 
ment. 

America and China. 

Although Great Britain seems to look with 

great incredulity, as between herself and 


France, on the practical value.of the Suez 


Canal, yet as between herself and the United 
States that enterprise has been more than 
‘once pronounced a sufficient checkmate or 
counterpoise, as respecte Eastern trade, for 
our Pacific Railroad. And certain it is that 
if we ever intend to compete with Great 
Britain for the commercial supremacy of 
Asia, we must adopt some other devices than 
thosé of the Pacific Railroad and Pacific 
steamers, excellent in their own way as 
those conduits are. The vision of New-York 
as the great commercial centre of the globe, 
with all the transcontmental commerce 
pouring through her gateways, is premature; 
at least, while we make no other exertions 
for the control of Asiatic commerce than 
those just spoken of. The highway we really 
need for this purpose lies across the Isthmus ;

The longer the bestowal of 
it was delayed the brighter were the colors in | , 
which it was painted ; and numbers, even of 
the better educated blacks, must have been 
astonished to find, after they had got it, how 
very like their condition was to what it had 
been before. 

Of course a certain amount of exaggera- 
tion is excusable, and even justifiable, in all 
popular movements. An orator who does 
not overstate his case, has to ~possess 
genius, and a great deal of it, to get people to 
listen to him. When one has to rouse great 
maases of men, one’s geese haye to be swans, 
and one’s molelulis mountains. The plat- 
form is not the place for fine distinctions, 
nice attention to nuances, and exact demon- 
strations. But then ‘there are limite to ex- 
aggeration and magnification, even on the 
platform, or in the “organ” of the “cause,” 
and of this we think it will do the women’s 
rights champions no harm to be reminded. 
That this is a good time. to remind them 
of it, the recent mecting at Cleveland 
shows. The Convention there is a new or- 
gapization, which includes among its officers 
and members the soberer and more culti- 
vated friends of the movement; and it owes. 
its existence to their desire to get rid of the 
extravagancesand follies which have marked 
the course of the Association in this City and 
of its organ, the Revolution. The niembers 
of the Cleveland Convention have apparent- 
ly become sensible that a movement which 
affects so delicate a matter as the condition 
of women in society, and which will, after 
all, have to depend for its success on ite se- 
curing the support of women, needs to be 
carried on by means of more delicate ma. 
chinery than any movement which has ever 


‘before engaged popular attention. Loud 


talking, gun firing, torchlight processions, 
and brass bands will not do the work. 

But neither, let us add, will magnificent 
promises. Every woman knows a great deal 
better what the evils of her condition are, 
and what her own personal needs and ca- 
pacities, and those of her friends are, than 
any platform orator. It is only, there- 
fore, by sticking as closely to the facts as 
the exigencies of popular agitation will per- 
mit, that any imptession will be made upon 
her. It 1s not wise, for instance, to hold out’ 
the hope that female suffrage will put an 
end to female vice. Women know a great 
deal better than: the Woman’s Suffrage As- 
sociation what are the weaknesses or 
temptations which lead to w ’s fall; and 
there is no woman who does not laugh in her 
sleeve when she reads or hears that if girls 
could vote when. they were eighteen years 
of age, they would never become victims to 
man’s deceit, or, having fallen, be driven to 
the most degraded resource of helpless 
despair. 

Moreover, female suffrage will not banish 
tyranny an. ill-treatment from married life. 
It would not do so, even if it put the female 
sex on exactly the. same moral and intel- 
lectual level with the male'sex. Differences 
of character, of temperament, of energy, of 
knowledge, of health and physical strength, 
would still exist betwetn individuals; and 
the individuals between whom it existed, 
if put to live together in close rela- 
tions, would certainly quarrel, and when 
they did quarrel, the weaker, more ger- 
yous, more timid, would get the worst of 
it. If men could be put: into the relations 


which husband and wife occupy toward each }. 


other, it would not need the artificial “ sub- 
jection” of some of them to set the others

The Germans and the Daty of the Repub- 
lican Party. 

The advice of the Staats-Zeitung to the 
German voters of the Fourth District is 
timely and significant. It tells them plainly 
that the Tammany candidate for the office 
of Civil Judge in the Fourth District is 
wholly unfit for that position, and that they’ 
ought to give their sapport to the Republi- 
can nominees, who is worthy of their confi- 
dence. Thus the’ breach between the Ger- 
man Democrats and ‘Tammany widens, and 
it becomes more and more evident that the 
former are withdrawing in disgust from’an 
alliance with political corruption. There is 
every reason why the whole body. of Ger- 
man voters should participate in and act 
upon this feeling. That portion of them 
who have been used by the Ring have sub- 
mitted to it only at the expense of their 
good repute, and they have not gained the 
least advantage in return by recognition in 
any shape. 

‘The nomination of General SiGe. showed 
where that recognition might best be songht. 
The Republican Party by that nomination 
gave evidence of ite determination to re- 
spect the clafms which so large a section of 
our fellow-citizens as the German undoubt- 
edly possesses. The large vote which was cast 
in his support proves, also, that the fact was 
appreciated. The course of the Staate Zi- 
tung with reference to the Fourth District is 
a sufficient indication that it also is quite 
aware of the light which has broken upon 
the minds of its readers and cannot afford to 
disregard it. The same spread of opinion ad- 
verse to the Democratic Party may be traced 
in the German Press thronghout the country, 
and everywhere the domination of that 
party over a class of citizens who never 
should. have belonged to it seems to be draw- 
ing to a close. 


Now it 1s for the Republican Party to re-*

The number and infiu- 
ence and organization of the German voters 
entitle them to the fullest possible recogni- 
tion. There can be no sympathy between the 
Democratic Party, to which isdue the cor- 
ruptions bv which the City is disgraced, and 
the Germans, who are equally with others 
fleeced and-stigmatized. The party ,which 
by its disloyalty created our enormous na- 
tional debt, is not that with which they can 
profitably affiliate.

their strength with the advocates of 
law and order and’ good government. 
How these blessings are. withheld we see 
every day. The task of overcoming the 
tendency to corruption in council chambers, 
in great corporations and on the Bench, is a 
very difficult one, and requires all the forces 
which can be brought together. The strength 
which the Germans can bring to bear is of 
the utmost importance, as they themselves 
have become aware. It is essential, there- 
fore, that a cordial union exist between them 
and the Republican Party, and that 1t imply 
not only the most intimate mutual confi- 
dence but a'participation by the Germans in 
the rewards of .party service which 
they’ are entitled to ask. It is for

The Commercial Position of Boston. 

The sale, on Tuesday, of the steamships 
Ontario and Erie, built two years ago for the 
“Bostonand Liverpool” line, is; by reason 
of its circumstances, an event of: no little 
mercantile significance. - It is so treated, in- 
deed, by the local papers, which declare that 
it “closes a chapter in the commercial his- 
tory bf Boston, marked with great hopes 
and great disappointments.” Nor is there 
any bright side tothe picture—any silver 
lining to the cloud. The ships were sold, not 
out of speculation, butgfrom the most im- 
perative necessity. They had been not only 
unable ef late to obtain freights, but had 
been lying idle at their “wharf nearly all the 
time since they were built. Again, they 
‘were put up, not at private sale, but at auc- 
tion ; they were sold, not for anything like 
their original cost, which was about ene and 
a half millions, but for about a half of a 
million each ; and such was the apathy or the 
dread of the Boston merchants to touch 
them, that. they were Knocked down to a 
New-York merchant, despite all local ap- 
peals. 

The history of the enterprise connected 
with these steamers is very simple. It is 
one of a series of praiseworthy attempts, 


made by Boston merchants soon after the’ 


end of the war, to tender their port a great 
outiet for American commerce. Looking at 
the map, and arguing from the shorter di- 
tect distance of Boston from European mar- 
kets, and the straighter geographical line 
American products could take through it 
than through New-York, they made a com- 
bined and extremely public-spirited effort 
to divert a great share of Western trade 
through their city. For this purpose they 
subscribed with a liberality unexampléd to 
all new enterprises leading in this direction ; 
‘they gave all sorts of railroad facilities ; they 
arranged grand schemes of railway connec- 
tions with North, South and West; they have 
actually rebuilt their beautiful business 
quarter of the city, and widened its streets 
at prodigious expense; finally, they entered 
zealously into the new projects for steam 
communication with Europe. Similar public 
spirit shown in cities having greater actual 
advantages—or, perhaps, we may as well say 
greater commercial’ destinies — would have 
made them the envy of the world. But, in 
Boston, all this is uphill work. 

The Cunard stroke of the withdrawal of 
their line came upon the Boston merchants 
like a thunderclap. All their busy energy, 
all their profuse liberality, all their un” 
equaled public spirit, all their time, labor 
and money freely given to making, not so 
much their own special trades, but their city 
greater, could not secure the single thing 
thé Cunard line wanted—jreight; a thing 
which it procured in New-York without any 
trouble, and without the slightest exercise, 
on the part of most of its merchants, of the 
very qualities we have spoken of.. The 
closing up of this American line is a second 
failure in the same direction, 


While ‘we speak in this’ way of the’ per- 


sistent and self-sacrificing efforts of he Bos- 
ton merchants, (and many of them have 
taken stock in enterprises to increase its 
carrying trade, solely out of public consid- 
erations,) we must take pains to.say that, 
on the other hand, tts imports have been eon- 
stantly increasing, its population growing, 
while the ‘city itself is, as always, wealthy, 
well-governed afid prosperous, We are as-
